and it is now stated at the Vatican that it depends .entirely on the pro- 
gress of these dread symptoms whei'ier the Holy Father will last for days 
or merely hours. Physicians in attendance hold out little hope ag notwith- 
standing the amelioration in the symptoms they consider it impossible for the 
organism of the Pontiff to have energy necessary to eliminate the toxin af- 
flection which has presented grave symptoms.

announcement that yesterday's oper- 
ation was attended with success. 


The calmness with which the Pope 


underwent the ordeal ow the opera- 
tion was one of the most remarkable 
evidences of fortitude 
that he had 


given in his whole, life. After a leng- 
thy conference the doctors concluded • 
it was advisable to operate for pleu- • 
risy, the primary purpose being to ex- • 
plore the affected parts. They hoped 
incidentally to draw off the collected ; 
fluid. When 'their determination was ! 
communicated to the pontiff he showed 
no anxiety. On the contrary, he sub- 
mitted very willinigly, expressing the 
hope that good results might come, 
recalling the successful results follow- 
ing Dr. Mazzoni's operation some years 
ago for cyst. 


As the 
operation 
was 
not of a 


capital nature, nor suggesting the use 
of chloroform or other anaesthetics, 
the -Pope lay on his bed with his left 
side exposed below the armpit to the i 
waist. Only the two doctors a;id two | 
personal attendants were within the 
•chamber. The immediate directions 
of the 
operation devolved on Dr. 


Mazzoni, who handled the instruments 
and made tlie preparatory 
arrange- 


ments. First a slight incision was 
made in the side of the venerable pa- 
tient. A solution of alcohol and cor- 
rosive sublimate v was 
then injected 


and cocaine was used to deaden the 
sensation. The point of the operation 
was just below the seventh rib and 
the operation itself consisted in the 
insertion of a large Pravaz 
needle 


syringe. This penetrated to the region 
where the matter had accumulated, 
and by means of suction slowly drew 
it off. Under the skillful guidance of 
Dr. Mazzoni the 
operation scarcely! 


occupied fiver four minutes. 


The 
Pope 
manifested 
no 
pain 


whatever, 
neither 
was 
there 
the 


slightest quiver of moral dread from 
the operation. In the language of one 
of the doctors, the cocaine so dead- 
ened the parts that the Pontiff felt 
no more than slight pin prick. 


So soon as the liquid was drawn off 


by the suction needle the patient felt 
great relief, owing to the removal of i 
the pressure of the 
liquid 
on the' 


lung, and simultaneously the doctors 
could hear air passing through that 
section, which was declared to be im- 
pervious, owing to congestion. 


From a pathological standpoint the 


free passage of air was considered sat- 
isfactory, but more so were the re- 
sults, the mental and physical relief 
Avhich it brought to Ihe Pope. He im- 
mediately 
showed an exhilarating 


spirit. With a slight smile on his pa!o 
face, he whispered his thankfulness 
and 
bestowed 
benedictions on the 


doctors ben.ling over him. The pon- 
tiff even stroked Dr. Mazzoni's face 
in the benevolent way which is char- 
acteristic of 
him. Then, 
with one 


hand, he rearranged his position, clos- 
ed his eyes, and in a few minutes pas- 
sed into a calm, healthful sleep.

Proposed. Reform For Reducing Post- 


age on Manuscripts. 


The Society of American Authors 


will urge upon the next session of con- 
gress the justice of permitting authors" 
manuscripts to pass through the mails 
at the rate of two ounces for a cent, 
says the New York Mail and Express. 
This rate already prevails in European 
countries, and also between countries , 
belonging to the Universal Postal 
union. 


This anomaly "therefore exists in the, 


United States: The receipts of manu- 
scripts from abroad and the dispatch 
Of manuscripts from the most remote 
interior towns to the most remote 
points abroad for a postage four times 
less than would be charged for carry- 
ing the same manuscripts from one 
post office to another in the United 
States. The proposed reform affects 
the interests of newspaper men, min- 
isters and authors of all degrees.

The honor of inventing the piano is 


claimed by tbe English, the French and 
the Germans. Father Wood, an Eng- 
lish monk at Kome, is said to hnie 
been the real inventor in 1711 and to 
have manufactured one, which lie sold 
to Samuel Crisp!, the author of "Vir-

That Make- Queer Nolle*. 


The bellbird, or cainpanere, which is 


fouad in South America and also in Af- 
rica, can be heard at a distance of 
three miles.

How the 
bellbird utters this deep, loud note is

The hornbill, a bird which is widely 


distributed in India, the Malay archi- 
pelago and Africa, has also a very loud 
note.

The barking bird also utters a very 
loud note; indeed, it is impossible to 
distinguish it from the bark of a dog. 
Its English name, says Darwin, is well 
given, for I defy any one at first to 
feel certain that a small-dog is not 
yelping somewhere in the forest. The 
toucan has also the same peculiarity.

The quite erroneous idea that Welsh 


is a language of consonants probably 
arises from the number of w's it con- 
tains, according to a Welshman in the 
London News. "W" in Welsh is gen- 
erally—and always between two con- 
sonants—a pure vowel, sounded like 
"oo" in English. Thus "cwin" is pro- 
nounced "kooni," rhyming with "boom." 
What is really one of the most remark- 
able features about the Welsh language 
is the number of vowels which can 
come together. In English three vow- 
els in succession are not often met with 
In Welsh it is not uncommon to find 
four or five—e. g., in "llywiawdwr" 
(governor). Here each of the five tow- 
els "ywiaw" is pronounced separately 
in rapid succession.

It happens that 
in every large congregation of negroes, 
while the mass may be peaceable, or- 
derly and humane, there always hap- 
pens to be among them a few desper- 
ate and lawless men, victims of the 
baser passions, ready for any crime to 
which opportunity ant! depravity in- 
vite We have had ample evidence of 
this even in Allegheny county, with 
the inroad of hordes of Southern ne- 
groes brought here to take the places 
of white workmen. 


How Indian* Ma*e Maple Sn»ai-7 
Ever since the Indians in the section 


of Vermont now known as Fletcher 
discovered "honey" in the maple trees 
that district has been known far and 
wide as the heart of the Vermont sug- 
ar country. The way the red men ex- 
tracted the delicious compound was 
somewhat slow as compared with the 
present process. 
He used to cut a 


slanting gash in the bark and insert 
in the lower end a gauge shaped piece 
»f wood, from which the sap ran and 
dropped into a poplar or basswood 
trough. 
At the end of the season 


these troughs would_be set up against 
the trees and left until the following 
season, by which time the troughs 
would be thoroughly'mildewed. 


This materially ad«ed to the flavor 


of the aboriginal sugar, but can hardly 
be said to have improved it 
The 


evaporator of those times consisted of 
an iron kettle swung from a sapling 
bent over a stump. By a slow and 
tedious process the sap was first heat- 
ed and then boiled in this kettle, often 
taking two or- threeJ days' boiling be- 
fore it could be sugared off. This was 
the way in which tlie redskins and the 
early Vermonters eked ,out a "sweet- 
nin" of their tea and johnnycake.

The Trajectory of a Thing. 


The trajectory of a thing is the path 


of a bullet or anything else passing 
through the air from the gun to the 
place where It strikes. Generally the 
word is applied only to bullets and can- 
non balls. In shooting at an object 
near at hand you aim point blank, be- 
cause the bullet practically reaches the 
target before it falls at all, but when 
you fire at a distant object you must 
aim above it, so that the bullet may 
have room to fall and yet hit the object. 
The desire of every marksman is to get 
a trajectory as flat as possible, so that 
the bullet shall have no need of falling 
very far. A flat trajectory is obtained 
by increasing the speed of the bullets, 
by diminishing their size and increas- 
ing the powder charge. 


Dow Green Turtles Feed. 


The green turtles of southern Flor- 


ida live in deep water and feed on sea 
plants, mostly the kind called "turtle 
grass," which they cut off near the 
roots, eating the lower parts and leav- 
ing the tops floating so that it collects 
in great fields and marks the spot* 
where the animals are to be hunted 
for by the fishermen. After browsing 
on such ocean pastures the green tur- 
tles go to tbe mouths of rivers for 
baths of fresh water, which they seem 
to need from time to time. The Flor- 
ida fishermen say the reptiles enter the 
creeks and roll together masses of 
grass, cementing them into balls with 
clay.
